Powell defends 
cool exec style 
of President

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An assist- 


ant who does a good job should not 
expect "a kiss on the ear" from Pres- 
ident Carter, White House Press Sec. 
Jody Powell Monday said in defense 
of his boss* executive style. 


Conceding that the.. President is not 


especially effusive, Powell disclosed 
that Carter has complimented him 
seven times since they met in 1970. 
The last time, he said; was in the past 
10 days. 


"I have never made a secret of the 


fact that this particular President is 
not given overly to pats on the back, 
or stroking his staff or a kiss on the 
ear," he said. 
* 


Powell brought up the subject of 


presidential personality during a de- 
nial of a New York Times report that 
likened Carter to his hero, Adm. Hy- 
man Rickover. The story said, "like 
the grim-faced admiral, those around 
him say, the President can also be 
brutally brusque and sharp-tongued 
with those who displease him or 
disagree with him." 


POWELL SAID the story by James 


Wooten was "totally inaccurate" and 
"a complete departure from the facts 
in the White House." 


"Unfortunately no member of the 


senior staff was consulted," said Pow- 
ell. "It is completely untrue . . .1 can 
assure you none of us feels in- 
timidated or constrained to ofer dis- 
senting opinions." 


He said that a quote attributed to 


the President rejecting a dissent from 
presidential assistant Hamilton Jor- 
dan "did not take place." 


Powell also said that, an "assertion 


that the President had instructed his 
Secret,Service agents to bar staffers 
from the Oval Office is absolutely not 
'ihe case. 


"The senior staff has access to him 


whenever 
we choose," he said. 


"There is not any constraint upon 


calling him at night or on weekends 
except what we impose on ourselves." 


Powell also said that the President 


was not unhappy wfth the Cabinet as 
the Times sadd. "He has said quite the, 
opposite to bhe Cabinet," Powell said. 
"He has never said anything like that. 
privately or publicly." 


Powell said that the story "implies 


that the President is becoming re- 
clusive and brutal. Nothing could be 
further from 'the truth."

Since 1965, 
the Dept. of Health, Education and 
Welfare said, the cost of an average 
hospital stay has shot up from less 
than $300 to more than $1,300 and the 
average cost of a day's hospitalization 
has increased from $41 to more than 
$158. 


Most Northwest suburban hospitals 


had not assessed the proposed ceiling 
late Monday, but a Lutheran General 
Hospital spokesman said passage of a 
9 per cent limit could force a cutback 
in patient services.

Manson appeal 
rejected by 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The U.S. 


Supreme Court Monday rejected ap- 
peals of erstwhile cult leader Charles 
Manson of California and of a Texas 
death row inmate who has said he 
wants to die. 


Lawyers for Robert Excell White in- 
s is ted on bringing several con- 
stitutional issues to the high court de- 
spite his death wish. 


He was convicted of the 1976 rob- 


bery-murder of a grocery store at- 
tendant near McKinney, Tex., and for 
a time was engaged in a bizarre race 
with Gary Gilmore of Utah to become 
the first person executed in this coun- 
try since 1967. 


THE HIGH COURT stayed White's 


execution last Dec. 6, while Gilmore, 
who also said he wanted to die, was 
executed by firing squad Jan. 17. 


Manson, 42, was sentenced to death 


for the 1969 murders of actress Sharon 
Tate and six others in Los Angeles — 
but California subsequently dropped 


capital punishment. He is 
imum security at the state medical 
facility at Vacaville. 


Manson is eligible for parole in De- 


cember 1978, but a state spokesman 
said he is unlikely to be freed for a 
long time, if ever. The high court re- 
jected without comment his request 
for review on grounds of pretrial pub- 
licity, among other things. 


In his request for high court review, 


Manson asserted his innocence and 
raised numerous issues, including 6 
charge that prosecutors schemed with 
the media to cause massive publicity. 
He said his trial should have been 
held elsewhere. 


As the justices moved into their last 


week of arguments in the current 
term, they also refused to review the 
Mississippi Supreme Court's rewriting 
of the state's 1974 capital punishment 
law. This allows new trials for 19 
death row inmates. In the interim, the 
legislature has passed a new law. 


Rough seas, winds halt 
oil cleanii|> in North Sea 


STAVANGER, Norway (UPI) 


Bough seas and 35-mdle-an-hour winds 
Monday forced oil company officials 
to abandon work on an offshore oil 
well leak that is spewing 4,000 tons of 
oil and mud a day into the North Sea. 


Ken Laird, a spokesman for Ameri- 


can Phillips Petroleum Co., said a 
work barge being used in efforts to 
plug the leak was towed from the 
"Bravo" platform due to the dete- 
riorating weather. 


4'When the wind gets up the barge 


cannot stay near 'Bravo* because the 
waves would slam it into the plat- 
form. That would be a dangerous situ* 
ation/' Laird said. 


A PHILLIPS spokesman said work 


would resume as soon as the winds 
died down, but noted that even under 
ideal conditions the Job could take up 
to five days. If it fails, a relief well 
must be drilled to siphon off the pres- 
sure of the main well — a task that 
could last two months. 


The choppy seas also forced six pol- 


lution control ships from Norway, 
Denmark and Sweden loaded with 
skimmers and heavy booms to retreat 


from the site of a 40-square-ntile slick 
created by the leak. 


The rig is 175 miles southwest of 


Stavanger in the Norwegian Ekofisk 
field, Europe's largest one. 


DURING THE first three months of 


1977 the field produced about 30 mil- 
lion barrels of oil worth nearly $400 
million, But Phippips has stopped all 
operations until the leak is plugged. 


Relatively calm winds has slowed 


the progress of the oil slick toward 
the Danish and Norwegian coasts, but 
officials said the bad weather and 
choppy seas could spread the oil over 
a wider area. 


The oil slick has nearly surrounded 


Ekofisk City, a huge platform housing 
350 employes about two miles from 
the offshore rig. Gordon Goering, re- 
gional manager for Phillips in Nor- 
way, said contingency plans have 
been drawn up to evacuate the city by 
helicopter. 


Two of the world's top oil blowout 


experts — Ange? "Boots" Hansen 
and Richard Hatterberg of Houston's 
famed Red Adaar Fires and Blowout 
Co. — landed a helicopter party onto 
the rife for an inspection Sunday.

vors a tax incentive to producers and 
a tax on any windfall''profits. 


Brock said, "The President's tax 


proposals are clearly not conservation 
taxes.

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Unusual group calls unchurched

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance. 


The performance features a variety 


of singers, backed by the music of 
electric guitars, an organ, piano, per- 
cussion and brass instruments. There 
is a colorful slide presentation set to 
music. There is a comical but poi- 
gnant skit by several actors and ac- 
tresses. 


And most important to those who 


attend Willow Creek Theatre each 
Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible. 


"WE'RE NOT your everyday type* 


of church,1* said BUI Hybels, coordi- 
nating minister of the nondenomina- 
t i o n a 1 Willow Creek Community 
Church. "We are for those who have 
been turned off by the traditional kind 
of church. We're the church for 
people without a church." 


Two years ago at the age of 23, Hy- 


bels and another church coordinator, 
Dave Holmbo, set out to found a 
Christian church that would attract 
persons who normally spend Sunday 
mornings anywhere but in church. 


"Dave and 1 went out knocking on 


doors to find out what it was about 
church that turns people off," Hybels 
said. "We asked them if they had a 
church, and if they did, fine, we would 
go to the next house. If they didn't, 
we would ask them why. We asked 
them if church were made more posi- 
tive, 'would you be interested*." 


Hybels said he and Holmbo found 


many persons - were staying away 
from church because of its "stiffness, 
boredom, guilt-ridden messages and 
negative approach/' 


So in October 1975 Hybels and Hol- 


mbo rented the Willow Creek Theatre 


and invited Palatine residents to per- 
haps the most untraditional church 
service they had ever seen. 


IT INCLUDED many features of 


Son City, a Christian youth group that 
Hybels and Holmbo brought to Pala- 
tine only a month earlier. The modern 
music, the skits, the films and mes- 
sages and prayer led by Hybels and 
Holmbo were put not only to youths, 
but to their parents or acquaintances 
who previously had little enthusiasm 
for church. 


It has proved to be popular. Willow 


Creek Community Church has ex- 
panded from one morning service to 
two each Sunday, and has a regular 
weekly attendance of about 1,500 per- 
" sons. 


Son City has grown in two years 


from 175 high school students to 600. 
The. church has branched into week- 
night activities, with Son Village, a 
Christian leadership training session 
for youths, meeting on Mondays at 
Pleasant Hill School in Palatine. The 
New Community, a Bible study and 
-leadership training session for those 
college-aged and older, meets 
Wednesdays at the Arlington Heights 
Elks Club. 


"We're getting to the point where 


we almost fill the theater twice (on 
Sundays)," Hybels said. He said it is 
time for the congregation to begin 
thinking about building its own church 
sometime in the future. 


Hybels said the popularity of the 


Willow Creek Community Church is 
not a fad, but is "here to stay." 


"We find that people who have giv- 


en up on church really enjoy contem- 
porary music and the program we of- 
fer," Hybels said. "And the message, 
too. The content is Similar to any 
evangelical church in the area, but 
it's meant to be inspiring, helpful, 
practical and uplifting." 


MUCH OF THE congregation ap- 


pears youthful, but Hybels said that 


the church's growth during the last 
four months has come from "the up- 
per end of the age spectrum." 


The music, although it is played 


with instruments commonly associ- 
ated with rock music, generally is 
mellow and appealing to persons of 
all ages. It is performed by Music 
Inc., a group of about 60 vocalists and 
15 to 18 musicians who take turns per- 
forming on, Sundays.

Each Sunday there is a slide show, 


presented by two or three projectors 
to create a motion effect on the 
screen. The slide illustrations are the 
original work of staff artist Ginny Me- 
redith. They are often modern-day 
parables with a Biblical message. 


The skits, too, are meant to drive 


home a point in an abstract way. 
They are usually comical, but contain 
a serious message. 


ONE MIGHT expect other churches 


to accuse Willow Creek Community 
Church of offering gimmicks to at- 
tract attendance. But Hybels said that 
has not been the case. 


"We are not competing with other 


churches," Hybels said. "These are 
people who were not members of an- 
other church. We are presenting an 
alternative to people who cannot go to 
a traditional church."

Unlike most churches, Willow Creek 


Community Church does not take up a 
collection from its congregation. In- 
stead, there are two baskets at the 
door where persons can leave a dona- 
tion. 


Despite the "no collection" policy, 


Hybels said the church has never had 
financial problems. 


"We don't have a wealthy group, 


but we have a lot of people who are 
dedicated," he said. "Because of the 
dedication of our people we're doing 
very well. Our needs have always 
been met" 


Hybels said the generosity of the 


Palatine Park District, whose Birch- 


wood Park Recreation Center is used 
'for the Son City youth meetings, also 
has helped. 
, 


"We would be the first to say Wil- 


low Creek is not for everybody," Hy- 
bels said."We offer a creative, fresh, 
positive, practical approach. We want 
to get people interested in God."

Syrians hit stiff 
Beirut resistance 


Syrian peacekeeping troops battle-.! house-to-house with Palesti- 


nian and Lebanese extremists on the outskirts of Beirut Monday in 
out of the worst Syrian-Palestinian clashes since the end of the 
civil war .last November. The Syrians, using armored cars and 
heavy machine guns, pushed slowly into a largely Palestinian 
neighborhood near-the sprawling refugee camps of Sabra and Sha- 
tilla south of the capital, reporters who toured the area said. 


The Syrians met stiff resistance in their operation to crackdown 


on the leftist Palestinian "rejection front," who holed up in base- 
ments and on apartment-house balconies, the reporters said. "It 
was too hot even to approach/' one reporter said. Syrian-controled 
Saiqa guerrillas also skirmished with the "rejectionists" inside 
Sabra camp itself, a Palestinian official said. He said guerrilla 
leaders were meeting in emergency session to try to arrange a 
cease-fire. 


Zuircuns capture rebel post 


Government trooos attacking through tall elephant grass cap- 


tured the rebel stronghold of Mutshateha Monday in the first ma- 
jor government victory in eight wenks of fighting, the military 
reported. The Zairean forces, with Moroccan troops in rear sup- 
port, quickly fanned out past the town and pushed westward along 
dirt tracks toward the Angolan border. They also were reported 
ready to attack the town of Kapanga, whore eight American Meth- 
odist missionaries were being held under- house arrest by the re- 
bels. Kapanga is 205 miles northwest of Mutshatsha and 47 miles 
from the Angolan border. President Mobutu Sese Seko, in an inter- 
view with the govr-rnment news agency AZAP, refused to say 
whether Zairean units would pursue the rebels into Angola. He 
said the "paramount" thing was "the territorial integrity of 
Zaire."

tion, licensing and sales tax will be de- 
ducted from the credit. If the replace- 
ment car costs more than the original 
auto, the customer will pay additional 
sales tax, registration and title trans- 
fer fees. 


If a buyer chooses the second al- 


ternative, he will keep the car and at 
no charge he will receive a special 
performance insurance policy. The 
policy will cover the engine, trans- 
mission and rear axle, for '36 months 
or 36,000 miles from the date of origi- 
nal delivery, whichever happens first. 
The policy is available only to the 
original owner and it is not transfer- 
able to other owners. 


The simplest way to determine 


whether an Olds, Buick or Pontiac 
model is affected by the GM exchange 
plan is to check the vehicle identi- 
fication number, McCristal said. The 
number may be viewed from the out- 
side of the car, looking through the 
left side of the windshield near the 
instrument panel.

season is past, it is time for vot- 
ers and officials to turn their at- 
tention to ongoing governmental 
problems. 


In three area communities, 


municipal 
governments 
are 


changing from one powe^r group 
to another because of the voters' 
decisions. In all three commu- 
nities, Wheeling, Des Plaines 
and Mount Prospect, the new of- 
ficials face particular problems 
in the months ahead. 


In Wheeling, where William 


Hcln and the Wheeling Citizens 
Party defeated the reformers 
who were elected two years ago, 
there are several pressing is- 
sues* 


Hein has said Ms first priority 


will be to create a liquor com- 
mission to act on liquor license 
applications, an action that is 
much needed considering the 
fact that Hein's parents hold a 
village license. 


Hein has promised to use the 


new commission to avoid any 
conflicts of interest involving the 
village president's role as liquor 
commissioner. That will be a 
good start for his new adminis- 
tration. 


Another issue Hein will face is 


the problem of what to do with 
the substandard, undedicated 
streets in some of the village's 
condominium 
and apartment 


complexes. The Wheeling Citi- 
zens Party gained substantial 
support among residents of 
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those areas by promising that 
the village would take over 
street maintenance. 


Once Hein is in office, he 


should proceed cautiously on ful- 
filling that pledge., While the 
problems of the apartment and 
condominium dwellers are real, 
all taxpayers in Wheeling should 
not have to pay to upgrade the 
substandard streets. As village 
president, Hein is likely to find 
the problem more complex than 
it seemed when he was a candi- 
date. 


In Mount Prospect, Village 


Pres.-elect Carolyn Krause is 
likely to find that her promises 
to hold the line on spending are 
more difficult to realize than she 
might have envisioned. The 
growth of the Mount Prospect 
budget has been a major con- 
cern in recent years. 


Mrs. Krause will find herself 


weighing the necessity for main- 
taining the quality of municipal 
services against the pledge to 
stop spending increases. 


In Des Plaines, the newly 


elected mayor, Herbert Vol- 
berding, comes to office with 
substantial support from the la- 
bor unions which represent city 
employes. 


Volberding's first duty will be 


to prove that as mayor he will 
serve all constituencies in the 
city and not just be the "union 
man" as mayor. 


• 


In addition, Volberding may 


find it appropriate to take this 
o p p o r t u n i t y to reopen dis- 
cussions about converting Des 
Plaines government structure to 
one with a part-time mayor and 
full-time city manager. Vol- 
berding comes to his post with- 
out substantial 
administrative 


experience and may be able to 
make a forceful push for a 
change in the present system. 


In all communities where new- 


ly elected public officials are 
taking office, problems are sure 
to come up which were not an- 
ticipated in the recent cam- 
paigns. It will be on their ap- 
proach to these issues, as well 
as their action in fulfilling cam- 
paign promises, that the voters 
will judge their officials in the 
years ahead.

About two years ago, Northwest 


suburban school officials and parents 
who volunteer to help in the class- 
room found themselves caught in a 
bureaucratic squeeze. 


The state had approved rules re- 


quiring all teacher's aides, whether 
paid or volunteer, to have 30 hours of 
college credit before they could help 
with instructional programs. 


The rule brought out much hostility 


from • PTA's, and school adminis- 
trators. A bill was introduced in the 
Illinois General Assembly to eliminate 
the requirement • .for unpaid volun- 
teers. It was defeated by opposition 
from the state's two largest teachers1 
unions. 


Now, the American Enterprise In- 


stitute for Public Policy Research has 
published a booklet, titled "To Em- 
power People" which gives a defini- 
tion to what was happening in the 
teacher-aide hassle. It was "the elitist 
and essentially antidemocratic effects 
of the bureaucratization and projes- 
sionalization of American Society." 


"To Empower People" is a brief 


(45-page) treatise setting out the theo- 
retical basis for a research project 
the AEI is undertaking in New 'York 
City on what it calls the role of "me- 
diating structures" • (neighborhoods, 
families, churches) in promoting so- 
cial welfare. 
- 


The authors of the document are 


Peter Berger, a conservative sociolo- 
gy professor from Rutgers University, 
and Pastor Richard J. -Neuhaus/a 


"liberal" activist Lutheran min- 


ister. 


Once a reader cuts through the oc- 


casional lapses into jargon in Berger 
and Neuhaus' work, he can discover a 
startling amount of sense. 
^ 


They begin by discussing how 


society has removed the control of 
children's education from parents and 
installed teams of "experts" — the 
bureaucrats and professionals re- 
ferred to in the foregoing quote. And 
then they call for restoring a system 
where parents would have the power 
to shape their children's education for 
the reason that "virtually all parents 
love their children. Very few experts 
love, or can love, most of the children 
in their care." 


The way to return to parents the 


power over education, the authors 
say, 
is through "educational vou- 


chers," tax grants that parents could

redeem at any school, public or pri- 
vate. • 


The call for a voucher system in 


education is not new. It has even'been 
the subject of limited experiments in 
a few communities. 


What is new — or at least out of the 


ordinary — is the way Berger and 
Neuhaus go far beyond a call for in- 
creased parent control of education 
and examine the over-all impact of 
centrally regulated social programs. 


Thus they say that efforts to ensure 


"individual" rights, when carried to 
extremes, can fatally impinge on the 
right of a community to be different 
from other communities. Efforts to 
ensure separation of church and state 
can, if again carried to extremes, 
mean that the state will replace 
church as "except for the most nar- 
rowly construed definition of religion 
limited to worship and religious in- 
struction." 


The authors approve of many of the 


goals of the government programs 
that have had liberal support over the 
past 40 years. They want to eliminate 
racism in society, provide quality edu- 
cation' /or rich and poor children 
alike, provide a humane welfare sys- 
tem that protects individuals and fam- 
ilies from poverty. 


What they oppose is the way ''liber- 


al", government programs have tried 
to solve the problems by creating cen- 
tralized bureaucracies and by trying 
to eliminate 'differences between com- 
munities. 


It is not useful, they say, for gov- 


ernment to set up programs to pro- 
mote "good" neighborhoods that fit a 
single mold. Rather, government pro- 
grams should help residents of neigh- 
borhoods to preserve the values that 
are important to them. 


They say, "For public policy pur- 


poses there is no useful definition of 
what makes a good neighborhood, 
though we can agree on what con- 
stitutes a bad neighborhood. Few 
people would choose to live where 
crime is rampant, housing deterio- 
rated and garbage uncollected ... It 


is not necessarily true that a vital 
neighborhood is one that supplies a 
strong sense of social cohesion or 
reinforces personal identity with a 
group. In fact many people want 
neighborhoods where. free choice in 
association and even anonymity are 
cherished." 


What Berger and Neuhaus call for 


is an effort to provide programs that 
make available choices for individuals 
and families. Thus, they oppose the 
day care proposal currently favored 
by the American Federation of Teach- 
ers which,calls for day care to be in- 
tegrated into the public school system 
(presumably with AFT members 
doing the caring.) 


Instead, Berger and Neuhaus call 


for providing funds to various nonpro- 
fit groups to run day care. The groups 
could be public or private, manned by 
parents or neighborhood volunteers or 
by paid staff. Such 'a program would 
solve the day care problem, they say, 
in as "inexpensive and. unintrusive" 
way as possible. 


"Inexpensive 
and 
unintrusive" 


sounds like the conservative adage 
"the best government is the least gov- 
e r n m e n t. * * However, Berger and 
Neuhaus avoid the pitfall that has 
trapped so many conservatives who 
have used that statement to justify 
opposition to all official efforts to 
solve any social problems. 


Berger and Neuhaus trace the error 


.of public policy that undermines indi- 
vidual differences to the rationalism 
of the late 18th century, Which held 
that there was a single Law of Nature 
and that it could be implemented by 
persons with Reason. 


Those theories led to the derision of 


the concepts of tribe and parochial 
differences. And, they say, while few 
people today believe in Rationalism 
and the Law of Nature "most social 
thought and planning continues to act 
as though they were true." 


Adopting a public policy that seeks 


to enhance individual choice at sol- 
ving problems, Berger and Neuhaus 
say, will mean a profound change in 
the way social planners view society. 


And, near the end of their essay, 


they propose a definition of "liber- 
ation" that glitters with common 
sense — a rare commodity coming 
from sociologists or ministers. 


"Liberation," they say, "is not es- 


cape from particularity but discovery 
of the particularity that fits."

Business briefs 
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New car sales up 
3% in mid-April 


Domestic automakers said Monday nmv car sales were up 3 pet 


cent and the highest in history in mid-April, the 10-day sales peri- 
od just before President Carter announced his energy conservation 
proposals. The four U.S. automakers sold 289,648 cars In the peri- 
od, 10,000 more than most analysts had predicted and enough to 
erase a 12-year-old record. Truck sales of 94,125 vehicle's topped 
last year by 17 per cent and also were a record for a mid-April 
period. General Motors* auto sales were up nearly 6 per cent to 
post a record on the basis of its larg^ cars while Ford reported a 9 
per cent sales gain. Chrysler, however, slipped 9 per cent and 
American Motors, complaining that its small car sales will slump 
even further because would-be buyers are waiting for rebates to 
begin, was down 32 per cent. It was the 19th consecutive 10-day 
period in which AMC sales have failed to match a year-earlier 
period. Industry analysts and executives said they would not really 
begin to see the effects of the Carter proposals for taxes on fuel 
hogs and rebates on fuel-efficient models until the April 21-30 sales 
results are compiled in early May. 


Rebates to hurt our sales: VW 


A Volkswagen official Monday said that President Carter's tax 


rebate program could hurt competition of foreign cars in the 
United States and deter energy conservation. A Toyota official told 
a House Commerce subcommittee hearing on fuel efficiency in 
cars that tough emission standards are the greatest obstacle to 
fuel economy improvements. Philip A. Hutchinson Jr., Washington 
representative for Volkswagen of America, said Carter's recom- 
mendations "could harm the competitiveness of imported cars to 
the detriment of energy conservation." "We want to compete in 
this market and hope the deck will not be stacked against im- 
ported cars or imported car companies who, like Volkswagen, 
have decided to build their vehicles here," he said. Carter has 
proposed taxing large gas-eating cars and giving rebates to buyers 
of more economical models. The program would apply to auto 
corporations and, Hutchinson said, was currently worded to exclude 
foreign cars assembled in U.S. plants, like Volkswagen and Volvo. 


ICC approves insulation funding 
The Illinois Commerce Commission has authorized Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. to provide financing for the purchase and 
installation of home ceiling insulation to its 2.5 million customers, 
it was announced Monday. Residential customers could seek fi- 
nancing for up to $600 at an interest rate of 1.25 per cent a month 
on the plan, which would cover no more than 36 months. The ICC 
noted on its order signed last Wednesday that customers would 
select their own contractors, then submit the contract to Edison 
for approval. "Implementation of the ceiling insulation program .. 
. will help to motivate customers to install insulation and will, 
therefore, result in the conservation of energy resources and will 
tend to minimize electrical plant capacity requirement," the ICC 
said. 


FCC told of minority woes 
Minority groups find it hard to buy broadcast stations because 


they have difficulty obtaining financing, a Federal Commu- 
nications Commission conference was told Monday. Ragan Henry, 
president of Broadcast Enterprises, Inc., of Philadelphia, said he 
has "become an expert on being turned down and off by every 
conceivable source of financing for reasons that have ranged from 
being well-founded to being shameful and utterly stupid." FCC 
Chairman Richard E. Wiley, who opened the two-day conference, 
said "less than one-half of 1 per cent of the nation's 8,500 broad- 
cast stations are owned by black Americans" and other minorities 
have similar low levels of ownership, staistics he called /'very 
disturbing."

The AFL-CIO leader is one of Amer- 


ica's most highly talented grumblers, 
and he has been grumbling a-plenty 
lately about Jimmy Carter — and no- 
tably about the President's proposal 
to raise the minimum wage only to 
$2.50, rather than the $3 that Meany 
considers the least he could tolerate. 


All praise to the President for re- 


sisting the full inflationary demands 
here, just ae he has trimmed requests 
on agricultural supports, shoe in- 
dustry protection and public works. 


BUT COMPROMISE, despite its po- 


litical attractions, is not always the 
correct economic answer, and in 
proposing any increase at all in the 
current $2.30 minimum wage Carter is 
making what could turn out to be a 
costly mistake — not only in terms of 
inflation, but in terms of frustrating 
some of his own efforts to reduce 
unemployment, 


The painful fact, detailed at some 


length in this column previously, is 
that almost every time Congress has 
raised the national minimum wage — 
and there have been nine significant 
increases since 1945 — there has been 
a noticeable increase in unemploy- 
ment among U.S. teen-agers.- With 
teen-age unemployment already run- 
ning at three times the national aver- 
age, it takes a strange brand of "hu- 
manity '' to advocate another in- 
crease. 


There is no mystery aboift this rela- 


tionship. The typical teen-ager seek- 
ing a job is the product of an educa- 
tional system that has left him poorly 
prepared either for life or for employ- 
ment. He's not worth $2.30 am hour to 
the average employer, and no union 
or legislative fiat can change that eco- 
nomic fact. 


But it is in his interest, and ours, 


that he go to.work. Not just because 
that is fche route -to making him a tax- 
payer, rather than-a tax drain, but 
because work itself will be an educa- 
tional experience for him. 


THERE SHOULD be no doubt about 


who is trying to put this, kid to work 
and who is finding alibis to keep him 
away. As the AFL-CIO has acknowl- 
edged, practically all unionized work- 
ers already are paid more than $3 per 
hour. The defensive notion that we 
cannot hire a youngster without firing 
his father comes from the same anti- 
growth well that would have denied 
America's astounding postwar eco- 
nomic surge. 


Lest anyone think that raising the 


minimum wage would not, in fact, 
contribute to inflation and unemploy- 
ment, consider 
the testimony of 


Franklin D. Fetter* an executive of 
the Friendly Ice Cream Corp., with 
more than 16,000 employees in 17 
states. "I can assure you," Feiler 
writes me, "that our firm, which em- 
ploys primarily young people, will be 
the loser of any proposed minimum 
wage increase."

HAVANA, Cuba (UPI) - Food ra- 


tioning has touched off a boom in Ha- 
vana's restaurants and supper clubs. 


Nightly,' people from all walks of 


life line up to get into the city's best 
restaurants. By show time, all the ta- 
bles are taken at the clubs in the lux- 
ury hotels — by Cubans, not by for- 
eign guests. 


It's not cheap, either. A dinner for 


two — with beer instead of wine — 
can come to $35, the equivalent of a 
week's salary. 


THE REASON FOR the outlay Is 


that Cubans have the money to buy 
food, but it's rationed, so they spend it 
in restaurants instead. 


"We can eat well at home for 14 or 


16 days a month with the rationed 
food," said Leandro C.» a 30-year-old 
accountant. "The, rest of the time 
we'll eat out twice a week." 


Even though the average Cuban 


might only make $200 a month, his 


rent could be $20. There are no taxes 
and education and medical services 
are free, so there's always money left 
over for restaurants. 


THE BANKS PAY no interest on 


deposits — it's considered capitalistic 
— so many Cubans prefer to spend 
their money. 


"Look," said Elvio. "You don't get 


any interest in the bank and if you 
accumulate too much money there the 
g o v e r n m e n t gets suspicious and 
thinks you're involved in some shady 
business. You're better off spending 
your money." 


Except for fruits and vegetables, 


most foodstuffs are rationed. Each 
person is allowed one pound of meat 
every 10 days. The ration of coffee — 
Cubans are great coffee drinkers — 
was recently cut from 1% to one 
ounce per person per week. 


But in the restaurants, you can eat 


as much as you want of anything. It is 
not uncommon to see a well-dressed 


diner take wrapping paper from his 
pocket and wrap up part of bis meal 
to take home to his wife or children. 


AN INCREASING number of wom- 


en work, which brings two advan- 
tages, as far as food shortages are 
concerned. First, many women can 
eat at work. Secondly, the additional 
money permits the family to eat out 
more, further stretching, the rations. 


Cuban officials say the rationing 


does not necessarily mean there are 
food shortages. They say there's so 
much money around that food has to 
be rationed to permit an equal dis- 
tribution, 


"The Cuban officials encourage din- 


ing out," said one western diplomat. 
"It helps drain off excess money."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A high- 


ranking U.S. delegation Monday met 
with Cuban government representa- 
tives in Havana for the first time in 16 
years in a major step toward ending 
official hostility between the two na- 
tions. 


Assistant Sec. of State Terence Tod- 


man became the first U.S. diplomat to 
visit Havana since 1961, heading a 
seven-member delegation to talks os- 
tensibly called to resolve overlapping 
fishing zones off Florida. 


The State Dept. insisted the mari- 


time boundary issue was the only pur- 
pose for the talks. But unofficially 
they were being closely watched for 
their implications on the future of 
long-stalled U.S.-Cuban relations. 


A TWO-PAfcAGRAPH State Dept. 


announcement did not mention Tod- 
man, but spokesman Hodding Carter 
III confirmed later the diplomat flew 
to Havana from Florida this weekend 
aboard a chartered aircraft. 


The spokesman said he did not 


know whether Todman planned to 
meet with President Fidel Castro. 


Todman's stay, according to Carter, 


"will last a few days," depending on 
progress in the fishing and maritime 
talks. 


Asked if other issues — including 


the possibility of setting up "diplomat 
ic interest sections" in both capitals 
— would be raised during Todman's 


talk 


visit, Carter simply referred reporters 
to the official State Dept. announce- 
ment which said: 


"The governments .of the United 


States of America-and the Republic of 
Cuba initiated today in Havana the 
second round of negotiations on mat- 
ters concerning fisheries and mari- 
time boundaries which arise from the 
laws passed by both countries." 


THE FISHING TALKS began in 


New York last month. Each nation, 
now claiming a 200-mile fishing zone, 
seeks agreement on rules governing 
fishing in the 90-mile Florida Straits 
where the boundaries overlap and in 
other areas often fished by the Cu- 
bans in the past. 


Castro told Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., recently the lifting of the 1962 
U.S. trade embargo on Cuba is the 
key condition for any improvement of 
relations with the United States. 


( President Carter, in his recent pol- 
icy speech to the Organization of 
American States, said "we are'seek- 
ing to determine whether relations 
with Cuba can be improved on a mea- 
sured and reciprocal basis," 


From the Carter administration's 


point of view, among the major ob- 
stacles to normal relations are Cuba's 
active role in Africa — mainly Angola 
— and the situation of human rights 
under the Castro regime.

Good diet contains 
only needed protein 


From what I've read I've always thought any athlete would need 


a high protein diet, but at the last Olympic games some of the 
athletes were supposedly on high carbohydrate diets. 


t 


Would such a diet be recommended for a weight lifter trying to 


build muscle as welt as a runner or a boxer who needs long-lasting 
energy? Would you give an example of a high carbohydrate diet? 


The only reason one needs protein as opposed to carbohydrate or 


fat in the diet is to provide enough of the amino acids in protein to 
replace lost protein from the body or to build new protein as in 
new muscle growth. 


The calorie needs of the body for energy can be supplied by any 


of these three basic foods. Your question is a bit like asking me if 
you should burn coal or wood to heat the house. There is no 
advantage in consuming more protein than is needed for the build- 
ing processes 1 mentioned. 


Carbohydrates are a good source of energy because the body 


can process them rapidly and they require less oxygen to enable 
your cells to release the energy than does either fat or protein. 
That is because carbohydrates already contain some oxygen. 


r 


Whether you are using carbohydrates, protein or fat, you need to 


consume enough calories to meet your needs and still leave the 
protein available for building purposes. So, 100 grams of protean a 
day with adequate total calorie intake from, any source is more 
than adequate for more muscle building programs despite what 
you may have been told by people interested in selling protein 
supplements. 


I am sending you The Health Letter number 5-4, Weight Train- 


ing for Energy and Weight Control. It explains this in more detail 
for you. Others who want this information can send 50 cents for it 
with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. 


VEGETABLES, fruits and cereals are mostly carbohydrates. 


For concentrated carbohydrates you want foods devoid of rough- 
age and water. The ultimate on this scale for energy is sugar. All 
of the sweets are concentrated carbohydrates obtained from vege- 
tables, fruits and cereals — corn syrup, beet sugar, honey from 
flowers' nectar. Starch is also concentrated carbohydrate and is 
broken down to sugar by the digestive process before at is ab- 
sorbed. 


The advantage of the carbohydrate foods also is that one can 


increase the calorie intake without increasing the fat and choles- 
terol consumption. Many of the so-called high protein foods contain 
lots of fat and cholesterol. A high percentage of the calories in a 
porterhouse steak or many roasts are from fat not protein. 


You should know that an excess of any calories — above what 


you need for real muscle growth, maintaining your body and pro- 
viding energy for your activities — will be converted to fat and 
cholesterol by your body. Your body can change sugar to choles,- 
teroi. A good diet for anyone, including athletes, will thus avoid 
obesity while providing the needed energy requirements.

keep the cover on the sauce until just before serving. Therefore, 
all the steam from the cover and sides goes into the sauce without 
being incorporated into it. Leave the cover off the last few min- 
utes before serving and see if this doesn't solve it. The other cook 
says you should toss the spaghetti quickly in a colander and then 
quickly add a little olive oil — that there will never be any water 
on the plate this way. Anyone else in on this act?

Spread the pages of the books out fanwise to air. If the books are 


still damp, sprinkle cornstarch or talcum powder between the 
pages to take up the moisture.

Ifthere is still a light mildewy odor, 
put the books in a box with some fragrant face soap and close the 
box. One last step could be to put in a couple of dishes of either

Haggerty a natural for Grizzly Adams 


Dan Haggerty has always been able to get his 


point across. 


Six years ago he walked into movie producers' 


offices accompanied by a lion, a leopard and a few 
chimps. Somehow, that was enough to convince mov- 
ie makers that Haggery va* the one they wanted as 
an animal trainer for such films as "Tarzan," "Lt. 
Robinson Caruso" and "Monkeys, Go Home." 


These days tho burly outdoorsman doesn't have to 


go that far to get a job — not since instant success 
landed on his doorstep with a starring role in the 
movie, "Life and Times of Grizzly Adams." 


NBC RAN THE movie last May and received such 


good public response that it decided to go with a 13-' 
episode series this past season. The series has be- 
come cne of the top rated family shows on television 
and has been renewed for two more seasons. 


Haggerty's face and hair are streaked from the 


California sun under which he was born. He is a 
frank and natural person who does not put on airs. 
He loves the outdoors and animals, but wants people 
to know be does not rough it all the time nor does he 
live in a log cabin. 


"1 think I am basically the man they see on tele- 


vision. I'm in a position now where I can teach chil- 
dren and adults the importance of conservation and 
caring for our wildlife," he said during a recent, 
brief visit to Chicago. 


"BUT, IT'S ALL come so quickly for me. Many 


good fortunes have happened to me the past eight 
weeks that the series has proved itself. I want to use 
my success to my best advantage," he said. 


It wasn't long ago Haggerty recalled, "I was sho- 


veling animal manure instead." 


A life guard at 17 and a married man at 18, Hag- 


gerty decided to follow in his father's footsteps and 
work as a film processor. "But the dark room wasn't 
for me. I found out I just had to be outdoors," he 
said. 


Haggerty's wife Diane, the "intelligent and good 


woman" behind the man, always went along with the 
out-of-the-ordinary courses of their lifestyle. 


HAGGERTY'S TWO daughters grew up in the 


family's Malibu homestead with a lion cub that Hag- 
gerty hocked an icie box to buy. It was almost like a 
zoo back then. 


"X always liked animals and I lived in a boarding 


school when I was young and couldn't havea lot of 
them. So, when I had a family and home of my own, 
1 decided to become a self-taught animal trainer and 
that's what I did," he said. 


Haggerty learned his skills and picked up tips 


from animal training experts at animal farms and 
centers where he used >o go buy meat to feed the 
Hon. Soon, he became good friends with Stewart Raf- 
fin, an English animnl trainer he teamed with to 
supply and train animals for several Walt Disney 
films. 


Commercials, such as the first Mercury Cougar 


promotions, followed unil Raffin was able to con- 
vince Haggerty he could be just as effective in front 
of the camera as he was behind the scenes. 


HAGGERTY'S FIRST film role came in "The Ten- 


der Warrior," a movie scripted by Raffin. After that 
he got a bit part in the movie, "The Snow Tigers." 
Haggerty was spotted in that film and asked to play 
the lead in "Life and Times ofGrizzly Adams." 


"The producer told me they had already spent too 


much money on the first attempt at the film and that 
they weren't happy with it. They told me they had a 
$180.000 budget left to work with and offered me 
$1,000 a week so I took it," Haggerty said. 


The film grossed $73 million and was made for just f 


under the budget only because Haggerty had the' 
necessary animal training and experience, Suddenly, 
his affinity for and natural relationship with animals 
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DAN HAGGERTY 


took shape on film and Haggerty became a hit over- 
night, just for being himself. 
, 


"I really think it's been terrific, I feel lucky that 


I'm able to make a decent living, by doing something 
simple and clean. It makes me feel good when I 
walk down the street and children or adults recog- 
nize me, and they stop to talk to me. I love it," he 
said. 


THE 6-FOOT-l and nearly 200-pound Haggerty has 


also become an important asset to Hollywood as a 
highly competitive athlete on the "Celebrity Super- 
stars" events. 


It is one of Haggerty's only links with the Holly- 


wood community. He prefers to march to the beat of 
a different drummer. 


The Haggertys are custom building a home on an 


80-acre parcel in Malibu complete with beach, water- 
fall and caves. It will be the perfect spot, Haggerty 
said, where he can keep his animals and where he 
and his famly can' commune with nature. 


Haggerty continues to train animals at a Utah 


compound where the series "Life and Times of Griz- 
zly Adams" is filmod. He has raised more than 30 
African lions, tigers, wolvs, eagles and dogs, and has 
had a few "close calls" in the process. 


"I WOULD LIKE TO start summer camps where 


kids csn come and learn to care for and understand 
animals and the,outdoors. I want to get involved in 
natural preservation while I can," he said. 


The man who insists he had his beard and whis- 


kers at least 10 years before he became active in 
America's "Born Free" revival, said he has been 
asked to lunch at the White House with the First 
Family — number one fans of his show. 


"I think that will b<° great," Hggerty said, "But, I 


think I'll leave my bear at home."

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Mike Baker has a unique way of 


combating the sometimes negative, 
saturating effect of television on chil- 
dren. 


The National Parent Teac.hers Assn. 


is advocating networks improve their 
programming and cut back on vio- 
lence while parents monitor what 
their children watch on the tube. 


But Baker said he believes in going 


straight to the kids. 


Television is a fact of life that is 


here to stay. The influence it has on 
our lives will only continue to in- 
crease, he said. 


The key, Baker said, is teaching 


children a more adverary approach to 
assessing television and more selec- 
tive approach to what they watch. 


THE WAY "HIS KIDS" learn a crit- 


ical approach is by producing their 
own videotape programs which are 
viewed and reviewed by their peers. 


They learn the basics about tele- 


vision and its behind-the-scenes work- 
'ings. They learn there's more to tele- 
vision than just what the country's 
three major networks give us and 
they are able to develop an apprecia- 
tion for programming alternatives. 


Baker's "kids" are students in Pal- 


atine Township Dist. 15 and he is the 
district's television coordinator and 
an/enthusiastic supporter of using 
television to its fullest potential. 


He coordinates an extra curricular 


television club that uses the student's 
classroom videotape projects as a 
basis' for further learning. 


The fruits of the students' labor dur- 
i 


ing the past year were featured dur- 
ing a television festival Saturday at- 
the Palatine Hills Junior High School, 
1100 N. Smith St., Palatine. 


BUT MORE IMPORTANT on a 


broad scale is the event and projects 
•prove that children have learned to 
use television for their own purposes 
and they need not accept the com- 
mercial, popular use of the medium 
as the last word. 


"The emphasis lately has been on 


violence and what television is not 
i 
' 
' 


doing. But, in this way, students are 
expressing themselves through tele- 
vision and are using the medium as 
an-effective way of communicating," 
Baker said. 


"They learn they don't have to ac- 


cept what the networks offer as the 
only television experience. It opens 
their eyes to the endless alternatives 
in television programming," he said. 


None of the children who Baker in- 


structs can sit passively in front of a 
television set anymore. The students 
now analyze the aspects of television 
product with which they have become 
familiar, such as script, production, 
acting, content and editing. 


THEY MORE LIKELY think about 


what they are watching instead of let- 
ting it go in one ear and out the other. 
They are more likely to change the 
channel or turn off the television set if 
they become disgusted or displeased 
with the programming because they 
know they don't have to watch it, 
Baker said. 


This year's projects constructed by 


kindergarten through sixth grade stu- 
dents included video taped reports on 
the ice skating career of Dorothy 
Hamill, a look at last year's Olympic 
games and Bicentennial events, the 
making of the movie "King Kong," a 
retrospect on this past winter's cold 
wave and a report on the Legion- 
naires disease. 


Junior high school entries included 


a look at the Citizens' Band radio 
boom, Chicago's recent L crash, a 
musical theater production at Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School and the 
landing of Viking probe on Mars. 


"Hamill's Camel," a report on the 


figure skater's career produced by 
students at the Ma'rion Jordon Ele- 
mentary School won first place in the 
kindergarten through sixth grade 
competitor. A report on the "CB 
Boom of '76" produced by students at 
Winston Park Junior High School, 
took first place honors among the ju- 


nior high school entries. 


"These kids have feelings,bent in- 


side of them about what they see Hap- 
pening in the world and they just 
don't want to watch it somewhere 
else. They want to express those feel- 
ings," Baker said. 


"TEACHING THEM how to do that 


through the television set is like nip- 
ping it in the bud. It's teaching them 
while they are young to consider a 
medium like television from every 
conceivable angle," he said, "and 
teaching them how to live with it in a 
positive way." 


Each videotape project runs a max- 


imum of six minutes although it takes 
anywhere from 30 to 50 lunch and af- 
ter-school hours to complete, Baker 
said. 


The projects are underwritten by 


the school district where 13 of the 20 
school are equipped with videotape 
decks, monitors and the rest of the 
necessary equipment. 


The schools' use of television began 


eight years ago as a playback tech- 
nique and evaluation device. The use 
of videotape since has developed as a 
way students can do their classroom 
projects as compared with writing re- 
ports and giving speeches. 


"MOST OF THESE kids will have 


six years of this kind of television ex- 
perience before getting out of junior 
high school. What that means is the 
development of a new television gen- 
eration — one that realizes what it's 
all about and can be discriminating 
about it, not molded by it," Baker 
said. 


It's hard to believe that youngsters 


as young as fourth, graders can select 
a news or feature topic, research it, 
decide hot to deliver the information 
effectively and produce a program 
'others can watch and learn from. 


"It's the best way for them to learn 


to respect their own judgment regard- 
ing television and to understand how 
the medium can. be used to its fullest 
potential," he said.

"IT'S TIME to take a step forward," said White Sox pitcher Larry Mo.n- 
roe, who is upset at his last minute demotion to Double A.ball in Knox- 
ville. Monroe spent the last six weeks of the 1976 campaign with the 
Sox* and expected to go to Des Moines, Iowa and Triple A ball this 
season. 


A surplus of young pitching talent 


down on the farm may indicate a 
bright future for the White Sox, but it 
means something decidedly different 
for Larry Monroe, former Forest View 
High School hurler who is regarded as 
one of the top Sox pitching prospects, 


Monroe feels he's getting the shaft 


from White Sox brass and is seriously 
considering quitting baseball entirely 
if somebody upstairs, doesn't take no- 
tice — and soon.

Monroe, a strapping 6-4, 200-pound 


righthander from Mount Prospect is 
off to a great start for the Sox double 
A farm club in Knoxville, Tenn. In 19 
innings he'has yet to give up an 
earned run. His last two games have 
been two-and three-hit shutouts, re- 
spectively. But big Larry wants out of 
Knoxville and the quicker the better. 


"IT'S TIME, TO take a step for- 


ward," said Monroe, who spent the fi- 
nal six weeks of the 1976 season with 
the White Sox. "I hate to sound so bit- 
ter, but I am bitter* because I just 
don't deserve to be here," he said; 


Monroe's displeasure 
started in 


spring training when he felt he didn't 
get a chance to make the varsity. 
Things seemed to be predetermined — 
he would spend the year at Des 
Moines, Iowa, with the Sox Triple A 
affiliate. After a year at Knoxville, 
Larry was ready to move up to Triple 
A. Then the Sox traded Bucky Dent to 
the Yankees for cash, outfielder Oscar 
Gamble and a couple of minor league 
pitchers. 


'"They told me on the last day of 


camp that they'd rather have me be 
the No. 1 pitcher here (Knoxville) 
than the then No. 4 starter in Des 
Moines because of all the rainouts ea- 
rly in the season. "They (Sox) have 
too many starters in the minors and 
are going to have to make up their 
minds;" 


Monroe -figured to be the fourth 


starter at Iowa behind Ken Kravec, 
Jack Kucek and Dave Frost, who 
Monroe rates as the top pitcher in the 
Sox farm system right now. But along 
with Gamble, the Sox picked up Bob 
Polinsky and Dewey Hoyt, a couple of 
pitchers from the Yankee system. 


POLINSKY, 25, was 4-8 with Syr- 


acuse (Triple A) last season with a 
3.30 ERA. Hoyt, 22, was 15-8, 2.50 ERA 
in Double A ball at West Haven, Conn, 
last .year and the Sox decided to give 
both of 'them berths in Iowa rather 
i 
than Monroe, with Hoyt taking Mon- 
roe's spot in the Iowa starting rota- 
tion. 


Two-week walkout ends 
NBA refs back to work 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The National 


Basketball Association's striking ref- 
erees reached agreement on a new 
contract with the league Monday and 
will return to work for Tuesday 
night's playoffs. 


The referees had stopped work on 


the final day of the regular season 
two weeks ago in a dispute over their 
association's status as a union. They 
also wanted to negotiate a contract 
that would Include this year's playoffs 
along with next year's regular season. 


During the two-week strike, the 


NBA hired officials from the Eastern 
League, college and amateur ranks to 
work with two non-striking NBA refer- 
ees, Earl Strom and Richie Powers. 
The interim refs, however, were criti- 
cized greatly by the NBA players and 
coaches. 


"WE ARE PLEASED the strike is 


over/' said Simon P. Gourdine, depu- 
ty commissioner of the NBA and la- 
bor negotiator for the league. "The 
referees have agreed to return to 
work without a contract. Next year's 


contract will be negotiated during the 
off-season. 


"While the referees have finally 


agreed with our long-standing position 
that we should not negotiate under 
pressure of the playoffs, we do not 
view this as a victory for the NBA 
alone. We consider it a victory for ev- 
eryone concerned — the league, play- 
ers, referees and fans." 


Richard Phillips, attorney for the 


striking referees, said in Philadelphia 
that "we didn't get the whole loaf and 
they didn't get the whole loaf." 


Phillips said the strike by the Na- 


tional '.Association for Basketball Ref- 
erees served "several purposes from 
our point of view." 


He said it showed that the NBA ref- 


erees "if pressed will join together 
and rise up." He also said he felt 
there was now a "new appreciation of 
the quality of the NBA officials." 


Phillips, at a news conference 


where he served champagne and hors 
d'oeuvres, said recognition of the 
NABR as the bargaining unit for the 


Pirates' Kevin McKenna

"We reached a philosophical accord 


on many items," Phillips said. 


Gourdine said discussions on the 


agreement began last Saturday be- 
tween the NBA and'the National Asso- 
ciation of Basketball Referees. The 
two sides negotiated through the day 
Sunday and final agreement was 
reached late Sunday night. 


The agreement includes the follow- 


ing points: 


—Regular referees return to work 


for the remainder of the playoffs. 
Playoff compensation is $750, $850, 
$950 for each game, an across the 
board increase of $150 per game. 


—THE REFEREES union with- 


draws allegations of unfair labor 
practice against the league which are 
pending before the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. 


—The union agrees not to strike or 


participate in any other work stop- 
page by others during the playoffs. 


—NBA agrees to drop plans to sue 


the referees for damages resulting 
from their actions, conditional upon 
the "no strike" clause. 


—NBA recognizes the NABR as the 


collective bargaining 
representative 


of the referees, based on evidence 
showing authorization to NABR by 
1 in- 


dividual members to represent -them. 


—NBA AND NABR agree to collec- 


tive bargaining negotiations after the 
playoffs. If they fail to reach an 
agreement by Aug. 1,1977, either par- 
ty may request mediation, without ob- 
jection from the other party. 


—Referees who are meihber of 


NABR must remain members as a 
condition of employment. Referees 
hired in the future must also join 
within 30 days of their employment. 


Gourdine said he had instructed all 


regular referees to return to work 
Tuesday night. He said he would con- 
tact all of <the substitute referees to 
personally thank them for helping out 
under trying circumstances. 


"These referees did an outstanding 


job in a high-pressure situation," said 
Gourdine. "We appreciate their ef- 
forts and their high degree of capabil- 
ity which was so evident. Their appli- 
cations to become regular NBA offi- 
cials will receive the most careful 
consideration prior to the beginning of 
next season."

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2 Twins pitchers 
hurt in car crash 


MINNEAPOLIS — Big southpaw pitcher Mike Pazik of the Min- 


nesota Twins Monday suffered fractures of both legs and reliever 
Don Carrithers received fractures of the wrist and knee in a head- 
on traffic collision. 


The Twins saiid Pazik, 27, who has a t-0 record this year, was in 


"good post surgical condition" but will be out the rest of the 
season. Carrithers, 27, with a wri.st fracture in his right pitching 
arm, wiJl be out "at least two to three months." 


The accident occurred about four hours after the pitchers re- 


turned home with the Twins following Sunday's 12-6 victory over 
the Texas Rangers at Arlington, Tex. Police said Carrithers' van 
collided with a car traveling the wrong way on a freeway exit 
ramp. 


Authorities identified the driver of the other car as Cheryl Pet- 


ros, 23, Canton, Ohio. She was taken to a hospital for observation 
and then released. 


After returning from Texas, a Twins' spokesman said, Pazik and 


Carrithers apparently took their Iuggap3 to their apartments and 
then went out to eat a late dinner and get groceries for breakfast. 


Dr. Harvey O'Phelan, operating surgeon at Fairview Southdale 


Hospital, said Pazik was in the passenger seat without the protec- 
tion of a seatbelt. He said Pazik, 3-3 and 186 pounds, was jammed 
under the dashboard and broke both bones in both legs between 
the knee and ankle. 


The surgeon said Pazik will be hospitalized "indefinitely." He 


said it is "too early to speculate about his future." O'Phelan said 
Carrithers, acquired from the Montreal Expos earlier this month, 
had a compound fracture of the right knee, rupture of the tendon 
attached to the right knee and fracture of the right wrist. He had 
pitched only three innings so far this year. Pazik had been sched- 
uled to be the Twin's starting pitcher Thursday against Seattle. 
Handle charged in Litcchesi beating 


ORLANDO, Fla. — Suspended Texas Rangers' infielder Len 


Randle was named Monday in a warrant charging him with aggra- 
vated battery, a felony, for allegedly beating Rangers' Manager 
Frank Lucchesi on March 28, authorities said. 


A spokesman for the Orange County sheriff's department said 


Randle was being sought out-of-state, in either Arlington, Tex., or 
Arizona, where the ballplayer has a home. The charge carries a 
bond of $2,500. 


Lucchesi suffered a fractured cheekbone when Randle allegedly 


hit him at Tinker Field, shortly before the Rangers were to play 
the Minnesota Twins in a spring training game. 


Randle, apparently disgruntled about losing his second base- 


man's job to rookie Bump Wills, was suspended for 30 days after 
the incident. 


LucchRsi said in a hospital interview after the incident that it 


was "a sneak attack — worse than Pearl Habor." Randle's sus- 
pension is up Wednesday, but Rangers' officials have said he'll 
never play for the team again. They have been trying to trade or 
sell him, but apparently without much success.

NFL owners urge judge to OK pact 


MINNEAPOLIS — Attorneys for football club owners and union 


players urged U.S. District Judge Earl Larson Monday to approve 
a pact between them so the delayed college'football player draft 
can begin early in May. 


Larson issued a preliminary ruling March 29 to settle a multi- 


million dollar lawsuit. But several non-union players questioned 
the decision. 


Ed Garvey, executive director of the National Football League 


Players Association, and Hamilton Corothers, attorney for the Na- 
tional Football League, both urged Larson to give final approval to 
$15.8 ml'Uon in payments to players and former players. 


The payments are tied to a collective bargaining' agreement, 


which the football players have not had since 1973. The lack of a 
contract led to a 36-day player strike in July and August, 1974. 


Attorneys for several players objected to terms of the pact. They 


said their clients should be allowed to challenge the collective 
bargaining agreement and the payments. 
Fire destroys baseball plant in Haiti

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — What was reportedly the largest 


baseball manufacturing plant in the world went up in flames Mon- 
day in Port-Au-Prlnce. 


The fire began in a diesel generator room beneath the three-story 


Toraar Industries factory, which occupied one square block and 
made thousands of Rawlings baseballs and softballs daily. The 60 
employes were evacuated, but two persons suffered minor in- 
juries. 


Firemen brought the spectacular blaze under control after five 


hours. Residents miles away from the scene could smell burning 
leather and firemen were hampered as they slipped and 
scrambled over floors covered with thousands .of rolling baseballs, 
freed when their containers burst. 


Company officials tentatively estimated damage at about 


$500,000. 
Soviets crush Romanian hockey 18-1 


VIENNA — The Soviet Union trounced Romania 184 Monday In 


a confrontation of the strongest and the weakest teams in the 
World Ice Hockey Championships. 


It was the highest score recorded in the eight nation tourqament 


so fa/. Reigning world champion Chechoslovakia crushed the bot- 
tom-ranked Romanians 13-1 earlier. 


The powerful Russians, who had humiliated Team Canada H-l 


the day before, used the match against the Romanians as a warm- 
up. They operated largely at half speed and could have run up a 
higher score If they had desired. There was not a single penalty 
called. 


Soviet forward Alexander Maltsev. who was slightly injured in 


the match against Canada, did not appear on the ice and took a 
day off to recover from his injury. 


Only 600 spectators watched the game. 
Sweden handled West Germany 7-1 in an earlier game Monday 


and emerged as the third unbeaten team along with Russia and 
Czechoslovakia.

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Tommy Wilk, 11, of Williams- 
port, Pa., for his question: 


WHEN WAS THE FIRST AUTOMO- 


BILEMADE? 


The enactment and enforcement of 


the Red Flag Act of 1836, which wasn't 
repealed until 1896, hindered and slow- 
ed the automotive industry for more 
than 60 years. The act made it manda- 
tory for all self-propelled vehicles to be 
preceded by a man carrying a red flag 
or a lantern, and the speed of the 
vehicle was limited to 4 miles per hour 
in the country and 2 mph in the city. 


French inventor Nicolas Cugnot is 


given credit for building in 1769 the first 
mechanically propelled vehicle, It was 
powered by a steam engine and had 
three wheels, a single one in front being 
the. driver. It reached the speed of 3 
miles an hour. 


The French were back again in the 


late 1800s with a gasoline-powered in- 
ternal combustion engine built by Rene 
Panhard and Emile Levassor. In Ger- 
many, Gottlieb Daimler adapted it to a 
bicycle in 1886, and B. Benz, in the same 
year, used it in a tricycle-type carriage. 


America got into the act when Charles 


Duryea came out with a one-cylinder 
car in 1892. The Haynes and Winton 
cars were close behind and these were 
followed by Ford, Setden, Buick, Bris- 
toe, Maxwell, Franklin, White and 
others. 


Almost every type of car imaginable 


was produced between 1903 and 1915. 
Cylinders ranged in number from one 
to 16. Roads improved and the business 
of building automobiles took off in full 
force to become one of the world's most 
important industries. 


The internal combustion engine was 


probably the most important item that 
boosted the auto industry into promi- 
nence. Major parts include the pistons, 
cylinders, connecting rods, crankshaft, 
fuel system, ignition and codling sys- 
tems and a lubrication system. The 
piston is pushed by an explosion of fuel 
in the cylinder, and it thrusts the con- 
necting rod, which in turn moves the 
crankshaft. The crankshaft is .connect- 
ed to a mechanism which rotates the 
wheels of the car. 


Most gasoline-powered automobiles 


operate on what are called four-cycle 
engines. The piston moves the length of 
the cylinder four times to take in gaso- 
line, compress the fuel mixture, burn it 
and then remove the waste products of 
Combustion through the exhaust pipe. 


What does the future spell for auto- 


mobiles? We can't tell for sure, but we 
can safely guess there will be some mar- 
velous developments.

Viet premier

PARIS (UPI) — Vietnamese Pre-, 


mier Pham Van Dong returned to 
Paris for the first time in 31 years to 
a hero's welcome and began negotia- 
tions with French leaders to open a 
new era in the often-troubled relations 
between the two countries. 


The 71-year-old Communist leader, 


a bitter enemy of France when it 
was the colonial ruler of Vietnam, 
said at a lunch in his honor: "We are 
called upon to open a new chapter in 
the history of our relations based on 
mutual respect and mutual advan- 
tages." 


French Premier Raymond Barre 


toasted Dong's four-day visit as open- 
ing "fruitful and exemplary 
rela- 


tions" between the two countries. 


"OUR 
COOPERATION," Barre 


said, "serves not only the interest of 
our two peoples, but also that of 
peace, especially in Southeast Asia 
where we have many friends." 


It was Dong's first trip to Paris 


since 1946. He left Paris then in a huff 
when the Vietnamese nationalists' 
talks with France collapsed, marking 
the start of three decades of bloody 
war in Indochina. 


In a gesture of reconciliation, Presi- 


dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing has in- 
vited to today's luncheon in Dong's 
honor Gen. Marcel Bigeard, former 
deputy defense minister who was tak- 
en prisoner by Viet Cong after the fall 
of Dien Bien Phu in 1954. 


When Dong — gray-haired 
and 


slightly stopped — ilew into Orly air- 
field in an old Soviet 1118 turboprop 
jetliner, he was accorded a hero's 
welcome with full military honors. 


A CROWD OF flag-waving, cheer- 


ing Vietnamese residents and a host 
*T French officials headed by Barre 
greeted him. 


Buttoned up in a gray topcoat and 


cluthing a blade felt hat, Dong stood 
at attention while a Republic Guard 
band played the two national an- 
thems. 


The French were hoping to conclude 


a number of major economic accords 
with Dong whose government has 
made it clear it wants to expand its 
cooperation with Europe, Japan and 
the United States to speed up its re- 
constructuion and development. 


France has provided $320 million in 


aid to Vietnam in recent years. Last 
week it granted Hanoi an additional 
credit of $130 million for the purchase 
of French capital goods. . 


French officials predicted Dong will 


sign a pact granting the state-con- 
trolled Elf-Aquitraine oil group per 
mission to search for oil off Vietnam's 
eastern and southern shores.

The Northeastern Illinois Planning 


Commission has dusted off a 10-year- 
old position statement opposing "met- 
ropolitan government" in an effort to 
quell suburban attacks on the agency. 


"This commission is not out to re- 


make the governmental structure of 
northeastern Illinois," said NIPC 
Pres. James J. McClure Jr. at a re- 
cent meeting of the executive com- 
mittee. 
^ 


"There are regional problems to be 


solved, but they can be solved by 
existing units of government if they 
will work together," he said. 


The commission members unani- 


mously endorsed the statement, which 
says NIPC "does not advocate or pro- 
mote metropolitan government." 


NIPC has been under attack since 


November when interim guidelines 
for low- and moderate-income housing 
were adopted as part of the agency's 
criteria for reviewing applications for 
federal funds. 


WPIES unhap- 


py with these criteria have charged 
that NIPC has exceeded its authority 
and wants to take autonomy away 
from local governments. Legislation 
has been introduced in. Springfield to 
limit NIPC's power and some officials 
have called for lawsuits to restrict the 
agency's activities. 


McClure said the charges are the 


same ones voiced in the 1960s "when 
regional planning was in its infancy." 


"Our position is the same as it al- 


ways has been. We do not advocate 
^metropolitan government. Chicago, 
the counties and the suburbs need 
to attack problems together, but they 
don't need to give up local autonomy 
to do it," McCiure said. 


He said critics should examine 


NIPC's record since it was formed in 
1957. "There is not a single case.of 
l o c a l government powers being 
usurped by a regional planning com- 
mission," he said. "If anything, local 
governments have a stronger role 
than ever as a result of the new Illi- 
nois Constitution."

First action and CBer can't reach 'home

It was the first time anything had 


happened on the beat of John Dini, 
president of Des Plaines' new Citi- 
zens' Band radio crime partol. 


Usually, he just cruises around, 


checking the parks and school parking 
lots, eyes peeled for vandals, burglers 
and hot-rodders. The hours pass slow- 
ly and Dini's only companion is his 
trusty CB spewing out a cacophony:/of 
beleeps, unearthly squeals and occa- 
sional pieces of distant conversations.

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Unusual group calls unchurched

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance. 


The performance features a variety 


of singers, backed by the music of 
electric guitars, an organ, piano, per- 
cussion and brass instruments. There 
is a colorful slide presentation set to 
music. There is a comical but poi- 
gnant skit by several actors and ac- 
tresses. 


And most important to those who 


attend Willow Creek Theatre each 
Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible. 


"tYE'RE NOT your everyday type 


of church," said Bill Hybels, coordi- 
nating minister of the nondenomina- 
t i o n a l Willow Creek Community 
Church, "We are for those who have 
been turned off by the traditional kind 
of church. We're the church for 
people without a church." 


Two years ago at the age of 23, Hy- 


bels and another church coordinator, 
Dave Hoimbo, set out to found a 
Christian church that would attract 
persons who normally spend Sunday 
mornings anywhere but in church. 


"Dave and I went out knocking on 


doors to find out what it was about 
church that turns people off," Hybels 
said. "We asked them if they had a 
church, and if they did, fine, we would 
go to the next house. If they didn't, 
we would ask them why. We asked 
them if church were made more posi- 
tive, 'would you be interested1." 


Hybels said he and Hoimbo found 


many persons were staying away 
from church because of its "stiffness, 
boredom, guilt-ridden messages and 
negative approach." 


So in October 1975 Hybels and Hol- 


mbo rented the Willow Creek Theatre 


and invited Palatine residents to per- 
haps the most untraditional church 
service they had ever seen. . 


IT INCLUDED many features of 


Son City, a Christian youth group that 
Hybels and Hoimbo brought to Pala- 
tine only a month earlier. The modern 
music, the skits, the films and mes- 
sages and prayer led by Hybels and 
Hoimbo were put not only to youths, 
but to their parents or acquaintances 
who previously had little enthusiasm 
for church. 


It has proved to be popular. "Willow 


Creek Community Church has ex- 
panded from one morning service to 
two each Sunday, and has a regular 
weekly attendance of about 1,500 per- 
sons. 


Son City has grown in two years 


from 175 high school students to 600. 
The church has branched into week- 
night activities, with Son Village, a 
Christian leadership training session 
for youths, meeting on Mondays at 
Pleasant Hill School in Palatine. The 
New Community, a Bible study and 
leadership training session for those 
college-aged and older, meets 
Wednesdays at the Arlington Heights 
Elks Club. 


"We're getting to the point where 


we almost fill the theater twice (on 
Sundays)," Hybels said. He said it is 
time for the congregation to begin 
thinking about building its own church 
sometime in the future.

WASHINGTON,(UPI) — The Federal Highway Administration 


said Monday it will propose a $100 million program to convert the 
nation's road signs to metric by 1982, with new speed limit signs to 
be in place by September of next year.

on Wednesday under which a complete changeover of all signs, all 
the way down to the county road level, would be finished by Sept. 
30, 1982. 


The proposal will be published for comment and could-be re- 


vised. 


If the original timetable is held to, drivers would begin to notice 


the impact next «year when, in a 90-day period, all speed limit 
signs would go from miles per hour to kilometers. 


There would be no provision for simultaneous English and met-

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Unusual group calls unchurched

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance. 


The performance features a variety 


ol singers, backed by the music of 
electric guitars, an organ, piano, per- 
cussion and brass instruments. There 
is a colorful slide presentation set to 
music. There is a comical but poi- 
gnant skit by several actors and ac- 
tresses. 


And most important to those who 


attend Willow Creek Theatre each 
Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible. 


"WE'RE NOT your everyday type 


of church," said Bill Hybels, coordi- 
nating minister of the nondcnomina- 
t i o n a 1 Willow Creek Community 
Church, "We are for those who have 
been turned off by the traditional kind 
of church. We're the church for 
people without a church." 


Two years ago at the age of 23, Hy- 


beis and another church coordinator, 
Dave Ho 1mbo, set out to found a 
Christian church that would attract 
persons who normally spend Sunday 
mornings anywhere but in church, 


"Dave and I went out knocking on 


doors to find out what it was about 
church that turns people off," Hybels 
said. "We asked them If they had a 
church, and if they did, fine, we would 
go to the next house. If they didn't, 
we would ask them why. We asked 
them if church were made more posi- 
tive, 'would you be interested'." 


Hybels said he and Ho 1mho found 


many persons were staying away 
from church because of its "stiffness, 
boredom, guilt-ridden messages and 
negative approach." 


So in October 1975 Hybels and Hoi- 


mbo rented the Willow Creek Theatre 


and Invited Palatine residents to per- 
haps the most untraditional church 
service they had ever seen. 


IT INCLUDED many features of 


Son City, a Christian youth group that 
Hybels and Holmbo brought to Pala- 
tine only .a month earlier. The modern 
music, the skits, the films and mes- 
sages and prayer led by Hybels and 
Holmbo were put not only to youths, 
but to their parents or acquaintances 
who previously had little enthusiasm 
for church. 


It has proved to be popular. Willow 


Creek Community Church has ex- 
panded from one morning service to 
two each Sunday, and has a regular 
weekly attendance of about 1,500 per- 
sons. 


Son City has grown in two years 


from 175 high school students to 600. 
The church has branched into week- 
night activities, with Son Village, a 
Christian leadership training session 
for youths, meeting on Mondays at 
Pleasant Hill School in Palatine. The 
New Community, a Bible study and 
leadership training session for those 
college-aged and older, meets 
Wednesdays at the Arlington Heights 
Elks Club. 


"We're getting to the point where 


we almost fill the theater twice (on 
Sundays)," Hybels said. He said it is 
time for the congregation to begin 
thinking about building its own church 
sometime in the future. 


Hybels said the popularity of the 


Willow Creek Community Church is 
not a fad, but is "here to stay." 


"We find that people who have giv- 


en up on church really enjoy contem- 
porary music and the program we of- 
fer," Hybels said. "And the message, 
too. The content is similar to any 
evangelical church in the area, but 
it's meant to be inspiring, helpful, 
practical and uplifting." 


MUCH OF THE congregation ap- 


pears youthful, but Hybels said that 


the church's growth during the last 
four months has come from "the up- 
per end of the age spectrum." 


The music, although it is played >. 


with instruments commonly associ- 
ated with rock music, generally is 
mellow and appealing to persons of 
all ages. It is performed by Music 
Inc., a group of about 60 vocalists and 
15 to 18 musicians who take turns per- 
forming on Sundays. 


Each Sunday there is a slide show, 


presented by two or three projectors 
to create a motion effect on the 
screen. The slide illustrations are the 
original work of staff artist Ginny Me- 
redith. They are often modern-day 
parables with a Biblical message. 


The skits, too, are meant to drive 


home a point in an abstract way. 
They are usually comical, but contain 
a serious message. 


j 
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ONE MIGHT expect other churches 


to accuse Willow Creek Community 
Church of offering gimmicks to at- 
tract attendance. But Hybels said that 
has not been the case. 


"We are not competing with other 


churches," Hybels said. "These are 
people who were not members of an- 
other church. We are presenting an 
alternative to people who cannot go to 
a traditional church." 


Unlike most churches, Willow Creek 


Community Church does not take up a 
collection from its congregation. In- 
stead, there are two baskets at the 
door where persons can leave a dona- 
tion. 


Despite the "no collection" policy, 


Hybels said the church has never had 
financial problems. 


"We don't have -a wealthy group, 


but we have a lot of people who are 
dedicated," he said. "Because of the 
dedication of our people we're doing 
very well. Our needs have always 
been met." 


Hybels said the generosity of the 


Palatine Park District, whose Birch- 


wood Park Recreation Center is used 
for the,Son City youth meetings, also 
has helped. 


"We would be the first to say Wil- 


low Creek is not for everybody," Hy- 
bels said. "We offer a creative, fresh, 
positive, practical approach. We want 
to get people interested in God."'

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Unusual group calls unchurched

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance. 


The performance features a variety 


of singers, backed by the music of 
electric guitars, an organ, piano, per- 
cussion and brass instruments. There 
is a colorful slide presentation set to 
music. There is a comical but poi- 
gnant skit by several actors and ac- 
tresses. 


And most important to those who 


attend Willow Creek Theatre each 
Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal Highway Administration 


said Monday it will propose a $100 million program to convert the 
nation's road signs to metric by 1982, with new speed limit signs to 
be in place by September of next year. 


The agency said it will propose a notice of intended rulemaking 


on Wednesday under which a complete changeover of all signs, all 
the way down to the county road levtl, would be finished by Sept. 
30, 1982 


The proposal will be published for comment and could'be re- 


vised. 


If the original timetable is held to, drivers would begin Jo notice 


the impact next year when, in a 90-day period, all speed limit 
signs would go from miles per hour to kilometers.

Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer is waiting until the last minute 
to decide whether to veto a contract 
for a new city manager. 


When the city council awarded a 


$29,00&-per-year contract to Thomas 
Palmer two weeks ago, Meyer called 
it "a rip-off of the taxpayers" and 
promised to veto it. 


Meyer said Monday he still is study-

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance,.

And most important to those who

Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible. 


"WE'RE NOT your everyday type 


of church/' said Bill Hybels, coordi- 
nating minister of the nondenomina- 
t l o n a l Willow Creek Community 
Church. "We are for those who have 
been turned off by the traditional kind 
of church. We're the church for 
people without a church." 


Two years ago at the age of 23, Hy- 


bels and another church coordinator, 
Dave Holmbo, set out to found a 
Christian church that would attract 
persons who normally spend Sunday 
mornings anywhere but in church. 


"Dave and 1 went out knocking on 


doors to find out what it was about 
church that turns people off," Hybels 
said. "We asked them If they had a 
church, and if they did, fine, we would 
go to the next house. If they didn't, 
we would ask them why. We asked 
them if church were made more posi- 
tive, 'would you be interested'." 


Hybels said he and Holmbo found 


many persons were staying away 
from church because of its "stiffness, 
boredom, guilt-ridden messages and 
negative approach." 


So In October 1975 Hybels and Hol- 


mbo rented the Willow Creek Theatre 


*.*;*-^* 
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and invited Palatine residents to per- 
haps the most untraditional church 
service they had ever seen. 


IT INCLUDED' many features of 


Son City, a Christian youth group that 
Hybels and Holmbo brought to Pala- 
tine only a month earlier. The modern 
music, the skits* the films and mes- 
sages and prayer led by Hybels and 
Holmbo were put not only to youths, 
but to their parents or acquaintances 
who previously had little enthusiasm 
for church. 


It has proved to be popular. Willow 


Creek Community Church has ex- 
panded from one morning service to 
two each Sunday, and has a regular 
weekly attendance of about 1,500 per- 
sons. 


Son City has grown in two years 


from 175 high school students to 600. 
The church has branched into week- 
night activities, with Son Village, a 
Christian leadership training session 
for youths, meeting on Mondays at 
Pleasant Hill School in Palatine. The 
New Community, a Bible study and 
leadership training session for those 
c o'l 1 e g e-aged and older, meets 
Wednesdays at the Arlington Heights 
Elks Club. 


"We're getting to the point where 


we almost fill the theater twice (on 
Sundays)," Hybels said. He said it is 
time for the congregation to begin 
thinking about building its own church 
sometime in the future. 


Hybels said the popularity of the 


Willow Creek Community Church is 
not a fad, but is "here to stay." 


"We find that people who have giv- 


en up on church really enjoy contem- 
porary music and the program we of- 
fer," Hybels said. "And the message, 
too. The content is similar to any 
evangelical church in the area, but 
it's meant to be inspiring, helpful, 
practical and uplifting." 


MUCH OF THE congregation ap- 


pears youthful, but Hybels said that 


* 


the church's growth during the last 
four months has come from "the up- 
per end of the age spectrum." 


The music, although it is played 


with instruments commonly associ- 
ated with rock music, generally is 
mellow and appealing to, persons of 
all ages. It is performed by Music 
Inc., a group of about 60 vocalists and 
15 to IB musicians who take turns per- 
forming on Sundays. 


Each Sunday there is a slide show, 


presented by two or three projectors 
to create a motion effect on the 
screen. The slide illustrations are the 
original work of staff artist Ginny Me- 
redith. They are often modern-day 
parables with a Biblical message. 


The skits, too, are meant to drive 


home a point in an abstract way. 
They are usually comical, but contain 
a serious message.

The marquee at Willow Creek 


Theatre in Palatine never mentions it, 
but each weekend at the theater there 
is a unique free performance. 


The performance features a variety 


of singers, backed by the music of 
electric guitars, an organ, piano, per- 
cussion and brass instruments. There. 
is a colorful slide presentation set to 
music. There is a comical but poi- 
gnant skit by several actors and ac- 
tresses. 


And most important to those who 


attend Willow Creek Theatre each 
Sunday morning, the performance 
features something they can take with 
them when they leave — a message 
from the Bible. 


"WE'RE NOT your everyday type 


of church/* said Bill Hybeis, coordi- 
nating minister of the nondenomina- 
t i o n a 1 Willow Creek Community 
Church. "We are for those who have 
been turned off by the traditional kind 
of church. We're the church for 
people without a church." 


Two years ago at the age of 23, Hy- 


bels and another church coordinator, 
Dave Holmbo, set out to found a 
Christian church that would attract 
persons who normally spend Sunday 
mornings anywhere but in church. 


"Dave and 1 went out knocking on 


doors to find out what it was about 
church that turns people off," Hybeis 
said. "We asked them if they had a 
church, and if they did, fine, we would 
go to the next house. If they didn't, 
we would ask them why. We asked 
them jf church were made more posi- 
tive, 'would you be interested'." 


Hybeis said he and Holmbo found 


many persons were staying away 
from church because of its "stiffness, 
boredom, guilt-ridden messages and 
negative approach." 


So in October 1975 Hybeis and Hol- 


mbo rented the Willow Creek Theatre 


and invited Palatine residents to per- 
haps the most untraditional church 
service they had ever seen. 


IT INCLUDED many features of 


Son City, a Christian youth group that 
Hybeis and Holmbo brought to Pala- 
tine only a month earlier. The modern 
music, the skits, the films and mes- 
sages and prayer led by Hybeis and 
Holmbo were put not only to youths, 
but to their parents or acquaintances 
who previously had little enthusiasm 
for cnurch.

It has proved to be popular. Willow 


Creek Community Church has ex- 
panded from one morning service to 
two eaph Sunday, arid has a regular 
weekly attendance of about 1,500 per- 
sons. 


Son City has grown,in two years 


from 175 high school students to 600. 
The'church has branched into -week- 
night activities, with Son Village, a 
Christian leadership training session 
for youths, meeting on Mondays at 
Pleasant Hill School in Palatine. The 
New Community, a Bible study and 
leadership training session for those 
college-aged and older, meets 
Wednesdays at the Arlington Heights 
Elks Club. 


"We're getting to the point -where 


we almost fill the theater twice (on 
Sundays)/' Hybeis said. He said it is 
time for the congregation to begin 
thinking about building its own church 
sometime in the future. 


Hybeis said the popularity of the 


Willow Creek Community Church is 
not a fad, but is "here to stay." 


"We find that people who have giv- 


en up on church really enjoy contem- 
porary music and the program we of- 
fer/' Hybeis said. "And the message, 
too. The content is- similar to any 
evangelical church in the area, but 
it's meant to be inspiring, helpful, 
practical and uplifting." 


MUCH OF THE congregation ap- 


pears youthful, but Hybeis said that 


the church's growth during the last 
four months has come from "the up- 
per end of the age spectrum." 


The music, although it is played 


with instruments commonly associ- 
ated with rock music, generally is 
mellow and appealing to persons of 
all ages. It is performed by Music 
Inc., a group of about 60 vocalists and 
15 to 18 musicians who take turns per- 
forming on Sundays. 


Each Sunday there is a slide show, 


presented by two or three projectors 
to create a motion effect on the 
screen. The slide illustrations are the 
original work of staff artist Ginny Me- 
redith. They are often modern-day 
parables with a Biblical message. 


The skits, too, are meant to drive 


home a point in an abstract way. 
They are usually comical, but contain 
a serious message. 


ONE MIGHT expect other churches 


to accuse Willow Creek Community 
Church of offering gimmicks to at- 
tract attendance. But Hybeis said that 
has not been the case. 


"We are not competing with other 


churches," Hybeis said. "These are 
people who were not members of an- 
other church. We are presenting an 
alternative to people who cannot go to 
a traditional church." 


Unlike most churches, Willow Creek 


Community Church does not take up a 
collection from its congregation. In- 
stead, there are two baskets at the 
door where persons can leave a dona- 
tion. 


Despite the "no collection" policy, 


Hybeis said the church has never had 
financial problems.

"We don't have a wealthy group, 


but we have a lot of people who are 
dedicated," he said. "Because of the 
dedication of our people we're doing 
very well. Our needs have always 
been met." 


Hybeis said the generosity of the 


Palatine Park District, whose Birch- 


wood Park Recreation Center is used 
for the Son City youth meetings, also 
has helped. 


"We would be the first to say Wil- 


low Creek is not for* everybody," Hy- 
beis said/'We offer a creative, iresh, 
positive, practical approach. We want 
to get people interested in God."

have approved four petitions since the 
procedure took effect last month, in- 
cluding the stop sip request. 


The three other petitions also must 


secure county or state approval be- 
cause they involve roads which are 


not city-owned. 


The other petitions asked that the 


speed limit be lowered from 40 miles 
per hour to 30 on Wheeling Road from 
Camp McDonald Road to Palatine 
Road; that the speed limit on Schoen- 
beck Road along Country Gardens 
subdivision be lowered from 40 and 45 
mph to 30; and that a school speed 
zone of 20 mph be posted near Robert 
Louis Stevenson School, 1475 Wolf Rd, 


."We're- very satisfied with the 


procedure. There've been no com- 
plications," Bryant said. "People are 
very satisfied with it." 


THE PROCEDURE begins when-a 


resident brings to the committee a let- 
ter or petition signed by at least 10 
other residents requesting a traffic 
change. The committee meets at 7 
p.m. the first Wednesday after the 
first council meeting each month at 
the library, 12 N. Elm St. The next 


meeting is May 4. 


At the following month's meeting, 


the petition is discussed and voted on 
by the committee. It is then sent to 
the council for final approval. 


A few aldermen at the April 18 


council meeting criticized tse proce- 
dure as too lenient, possibly creating 
unjustified 
or unnecessary 
traffic 


changes. They suggested use of a traf- 
fic engineer to study the changes 
first. 


"While it (the procedure) certainly 


is responsive, I don't know if it's re- 
sponsible," Mayor Richard Wolf said. 


Bryant said he is not given author- 


ity or money to hire a traffic con- 
sultant. "That's beyond the scope of 
the public safety committee . . . We 
are not experts on traffic control. All

Budget approval expected tonight 


An $11.9 million 'budget, up 21 per 


cent over last year's village appro- 
priations, is expected to receive final 
approval tonight from the Mount 
Prospect Village Board. 


The board also will consider for 


adoption a $473,264 operating budget 
for the Mount Prospect Public Li- 
brary, a 19 per cent reduction from 
the library board's original request of 
$363,064. 


The meeting begins at 8 p.m. in the 


public safety building, 112 E. North- 
west Hwy. 


TRUSTEES, DURING a series of 


b u d g e t talks earlier this year, 
trimmed Mount Prospect's estimated 
expenses for 1077-78 by 3 per cent. Vil- 
lage Mgr. Robert J. Eppley's original 
budget request was about $12.2 mil- 
lion. 


At least two library officials, board 


president John W. A. Parsons and 


board secretary Sally Viger, said they 
plan to attend tonight's meeting. Mrs. 
Viger said she will speak to the vil- 
lage board in defense of the $505,064 
library budget originally approved 
during budget hearings. After the 
compromise library allocation was de- 
termined, trustees further reduced the 
library's 1977-78 budget without notify- 
ing the library board. 


Additional library cuts were pro- 


posed by Trustee Michael H. Minton, 
who suggested the library and village 
share certain services, including 
maintenance, microfilming and com- 
munication with the public.

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Court refuses to hear case 
on X-rated drive-in movies 


Cook County state's attorneys musfc 


start all over again if they intend to 
stop the showing of sexually explicit 
movies at the Rte. 53 Outdoor Theatre 
in Palatine Township because the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court has refused to 
hear the case. 


The court recently refused to hear 


an appeal of a Dec. 30 Illinois Appel- 
late Court decision that lifted a ban on 
X-rated movies at the theater. The 
appellate court had said the injunction 
on sexually explicit movies issued in 
November 1975 was unconstitutional. 


"What that does is put us back be- 


fore Judge Delaney (Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Francis Delaney)," 
said Assistant State's Atty. John Dien- 
ner. "We start all over again." 


IT WAS DELANEY who issued the 


November 1975 injunction on X-rated 
films at the drive-in theater. Delaney 


issued the injunction after the county 
charged that the theater was a public 
nuisance, allegedly causing traffic 
slowdowns and accidents at the Hand 
and Hicks roads intersection as well 
as being offensive to persons living 
near the theater. 


The appellate court ruled in in- 


junction on X-rated films was an act 
of prior restraint. The court ruled the 
state's attorney's office had provided 
insufficient evidence to show the the- 
ater constituted a public nuisance. 
None of the controversial films shown 
at the theater were presented to the 
appellate court for judicial review. 


"The appellate court said we hadn't 


proven the existence of a public nui- 
sance,'* Dienner said. "We'll just 
have to try and prove it again."

Dienner said his office probably will 


repeat their arguments that the 


theater is a traffic hazard and is of- 
fensive to the neighbors. 


"We might want to join in more the- 


aters," Dienner said. Other suburban 
drive-in theaters often show the same 
films. 


DIENNER SAID HE could not'pre- 


dict when he would begin another at- 
tempt to put an end to sexually ex 
plicit movies at the theater. 


"I don't know when I'm going to get 


time to do that again," Dienner said. 


The Rte. 53 Outdoor Theater is 


owned by Kohlberg Theaters Inc. 


Jeffrey Kohlberg, one of the owners, 


was fined $1,000 last June for violat- 
ing the ban on sexually explicit mov- 
ies. 


Kohlberg's appeal of the fine and 


the injunction led to the appellate 
court's reversal of the ban on X-rated 
movies. 


12 Oaks drops child surcharge 


Plans to charge tenants at Twelve 


Oaks Apartments in Arlington Heights 
$13 extra a month for each child have 
been abandoned by the complex's 
owner. 


The announcement was made Mon- 


day by Village Pres. James T. Ryan 
after several meetings with Michael 
Sparks of Sparks & Associates, Des 
Plaines, the new owner of Twelve 
Oaks. 


Sparks, who was unavailable for 


comment Monday, announced the new 
rental policy in late March. When he 
acquired Twelve Oaks, 1130 Wilke 
Rd., March 1 he iold tenants with chil- 
dren their leases would not be re- 


newed. He dropped plans to convert 
the apartments to an adult complex 
when his attorney advised him it vio- 
lated an obscure state statute passed 
in 1909. 


Twelve Oaks residents took their ob- 


jections to Sparks' surcharge on chil- 
dren to village and state officials. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board passed an ordinance prohibit- 
ing apartment owners from charging 
rents based on the number of persons 
living in an apartment and Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott filed a law- 
suit in Cook County Circuit Court 
charging Sparks with discrimination. 


After the village's ordinance was 


passed, Sparks agreed to postpone im- 
posing the tax on children until a 
court ruling was received. 


Stanley Eisenhammer, a Twelve 


. Oaks resident who with Stuart Wolf 
represented the newly formed Twelve 
Oaks Tenants Ass., credited the vil- 
lage's new ordinance with convincing 
Sparks to drop the surcharge on chil- 
dren. 


"It surprised me that he dropped 


the idea because he changed his tac- 
tics with every move of the citizens 
and village board, but I think his at- 
torney saw that the village's ordi- 
nance was well-drafted and could 
withstand judicial attack," Eisen- 
hammer said.
